During
tho past year, on tho South Pncltlo alone, tho
Minister to Colombia has offended tho For-
eign Onico of that republic, whllo Minister
KlLl'ATiucK In Chill, Minister Huiilwjt in
Peru, and Minister Adams In Bolivia havo
contradicted each other, our South American
diplomacy becoming a laughing stock nnd a
disgrace. Tho multiplication of foiclgu resi-

dent diplomatic leprescntatlves lu con-

tiguous countries simply multiplies tho
chances of gross and dangerous errors in
doing what could nil bo dime nt Washington.

But tho Senate still refuses to do anything
to reform this preposterous concern.

The Extermination ol (inniCi

Tho day when our buffalo, or bison, will
becomo extinct seems to bo near nt hand.
Tho coming generation Is likely to know tho
aulmnl only as we know tho mammoth and
tho great nuk, by seeing preserved speci-
mens iu natural hlbtory museums. Nor Is
tho buITnlo alono passing nway. All tho
other largo gamo of tho Western Ten ltorles
Is now slaughtered at such a rato by sportb-me- n

and men who mako n business of selling
the hides and meat of tho animals that they
must beforo long becomo as raro at tho fur
West as thoy now nro at tho East.

Largo gamo is nt present most plentiful in
Montana nnd Wyoming. Consequently, tho
hunters for pelte havo mado thosoTerrito-ile- s

theseeno of their oienitIons, and ama-
teur sportsmen, domestic and foreign, arc to
bo fohnd there In considerable numbers
throughout tho ojicn gamo season, which
lasts ftom the first of August to tho first of
February or March. It Is lawful then to kill
tho game, provided their meat Is utilized.
But, as matter of fact, tho slaughter is dono
chlelly lu older to seeuio the pdtP, and theso
now being comparatively high In price, tho
incentive to destroy tho buffaloes, deer, elk,
nnd antelopes is greater than ever. In tho
closed season under the law, too, the woik of
destruction goes on with few checks. Tho
region Is so vast and thinly populaUHl, there
is so little vigor In enforcing tho law, and the
cost of Its execution is so great, that It Is al-

most a dead letter. Even nt tho East, despite
the most strenuous exertions of spoilsmen's
associations, it has been found Impossible to
altogether pievent the killing of game out of
season, or by methods which mo illegal and
outrageous. In Wyoming nnd Montana, of
pom so, the difficulty of protecting it fiom
wanton slaughter, or that done from mothes
of pecuniary greed, Is far greater.

Dining tho shooting season, tho Aillron-dack- s

nio overrun with sportsmen of ono toi t
and another. That mountain region has
becomo of late years tho seat of many ts

which nro growing more nnd moro
fashionable. The day when the compara-
tively small amount of game lemalnlng will
bo driven out of tho North Woods is
therefore fast approaching. All tho shoot-
ing grounds of Long Island which
nro not closely guarded ny pi ivato owners
nie crowded with men with guns throughout
tho senson of lliglit for the binls. It Is tho
same In New Jersey and further 6outh. Slnco
1'Iorldn has become a great winter and spring
resort, the banging of guns Is heard con-

stantly in all parts of tho peninsula. Tho
destruction of game is going on at n rato
which Is rapidly spoiling all tho shooting
grounds of the country.

Tho poor migratory birds havo a hard
struggle for life. As a cot respondent of the
Fori si ami Stream remaiks, "Fiom tho time
tho ducks nnd geeso cross tho forty-nint- h

parallel in September on! their way south,
and their return again in May, they nro un-

der a constant fusillade, the badly wounded
numbering itliout as ninny as those bagged;
aud6o with tho snipe." Tho grouso aro go-

ing the samo wny. " Tho work on them Is of
shorter duration, but far moro effective, for
every sportsman of tho Eastern States Is
dumped out on the prnliles of tho West, nnd
thero Is n constant banging heard In every
township for severnl months." Tho nuiount
of gnmo has much decreased In the Missis-
sippi valley within six or seven years, and
soon tho condition with respect to it will be
the samo there as It Is In the Noithcrn States
to tho east of tho AUeghanles.

As to tho Inrgo game, tho construction of
tho Union Pacific Railroad drovo It out of
Coloiado, there being no efficient laws for Its
protection; and now tho Noithcrn Pacific
promises todothesnmo thing for Montana
and Wyoming. Two or three years ngo tho
pilceof deer nnd antelo'to skins theio was
less than fifteen cents a pound, nnd of elk
skins lees than twelve cents. As n conse-
quence, the motive to kill tho animals was
not great, unless tliey weio wanted for food.
The business of gathering pelts was not
profitable enough. But slnco then deer mid
antelope pelts have risen to twenty-lh- e and
thlity-llv- o cents, nnd elk skins, which had
beforo been of little value, rose last spring to
twenty-tw- o and twenty-liv- e cents a pound,
JiJiO to $7 a hldo. Accoi dliigly.lt has become
profitable to destroy the anlmnls. The writer
fiom whom wo have nlreinly quoted gives
figures to show the rate nt which the slaugh
ter giMs on since tho price of pelts ndvnnciil.
From the Yellowstone, nnd Missouri rivers
theio weio shipped III 1880 and 1881 tho fol-

Tho value of these shipments In inonoy on
the liver bnuk was neaily $IjO,ooo In 1881.

But the sum had to bo dlsti United among ii
largo number of persons, tho correspondent
of the JAirent and Stream estimating them nt
asmnnyos fifteen bundled. With very few
exceptions, ho says, thebuffnlo hunters mako
onlyubnro living. Their expenses for pro-

visions, ammunition, labor, and other ne
cessities aio high nnd constant, ami tho con-

tingencies of their business nio many. Their
woik, too, Is of the hardest kind, and must
bo done din ing tho severi-s- t winter weather.

Tho number of hides shipped does not by
nny means represent tho whole number of
animals killed. Twonty-fiv- o or thirty per
cent, should bo added beforo wo include
all. Wo must, theiefore, estluiato tho total
In 1881 nt about three bundled thousand.
This wilter, even allowing for a considerable
natural iiiciease, annually, concludes that
"tho latgo bands of buffaloes will Inst about
four ycairi ut tho ptesent into of killing."
Then their entire extli patlon .will bo only u
mutter of time.

In view of the futility of tho efforts of the
Territorial nuthoilties to piotectthe game,
Mr. Posr of Wyoming has Introduced Into
Congress a bill making it unlawful for any
person or poisons to kill or destiny any elk,
deer, nntiiope, buffalo, mountain bheep, or
bison lunnyof tho'i'eiiltoiles of the United
States, at any time, except for footl, and
then only when necessarv lid human

that. Tho bill also forbids tho transpoita-tlo- n

out of tho Territories of any of tho ani-

mals named, cither deud or nllve, ortho skins
or pelts of nny. It makes it unlawful to
deal in the animals or iu their skins. Infrac-
tions of thulaw nio to bo punished after con-

viction by flnoor lino nnd Imprisonment,
Even If such n lnw Is passed, however, it is

not likely that It will put an effectual stop to
tho slaughter which Is now threatening to
render extinct our lnrgo game. But If It Is
honestly enforced It will lessen the rato of
destruction. Tho bill Is now with tho Com-

mittee on Territories, who cannot allow It to
remain unreport etl without earning tho cen-

sure of every true spoilsman.

The subsidies In land grants and In money
furnished a fund more thansulficlent to build
theso loads. No such llbeiallty was ever
before exhibited by any Government. Under
a decision of tho Supreme Com t, tho Treas-
ury has paid tho Interest on Its own bonds,
Issued to construct these roads, and will con-

tinue to pay it until tho bonds matuie.
Yet with all these enormous benefits tho

coi porntlons have fought tho Government as
a bitter enemy, nnd have refused to pay even
the small peieeutuge which the charters

Now they aro planning to iNeitluow
thoTiiuitMANnct.

The net earnings, so called, do not repre-
sent by any means tho entire profits of tho
roads. Many of tho figures aro of question-
able veracity. Tho Southern Pacific is al-

leged to have been built entirely fiom tho
profits of the Central Pacific, both of them
iH'ing controlled by half a dozen Individuals.

When It is remembeied that the capital for
the Pacific roads came out of the public
treasury, tho stupendous value of tho fran-
chises may be estimated. And still the

aro not happy. They have enli-t-e- d

for another long war against the Govern-
ment, which, paitly In ignorance and paitly
thiough coiiuptlou, mado these enormous
gnmts.

Costly Ituililiiig.
rrepnrntlons for building In the city on an

exteuslvo scale this spring wero mado
throughout last winter. The architects wero
nil busy with tho drawing of plnus for struc-
tures of many kinds, nnd tho prospect was
that oven tho unparalleled amount of capital
put In new buildings In 1881 would bo ex-

ceeded by that thus Invested In 1882. A lnrgo
number of tho contemplated structures weie
even of extraordinary costliness ami great
architectural pretensions.

The cost of construction, howover, has ad-

vanced so largely that it is now doubtful
whether many of tho projects for new build-
ings will not be either abandoned or held In
nbeyanco. The erection of tho pioposed now
opera houso up town, for Instance, has been
put off to Rome Indeterminable time In tho fu-

ture, and building on speculation has received
a decided check. Houses are put ou tho mar-
ket this spring at gicat figures, but their
salo Is not rapid enough to stimulate specu-
lators to fieely Invest their money lu new
structures, whoso cost nt present pi Ices for
land, Inbor, nnd mnteilals must bepcihnps
a third mow thnn thatof those already built.
Brick have ngnln advanced, Portland cement
Is higher, and nil building mnteilals nio
stiflly held at large prices.

Spite of these however, o great
amount of building will bo done this v,eai'.
Iu many cases tho preparations havo gone
too far for tho work to be abandoned. In
others tho confident expectation of high
rents induces landlords to go ahead icgaid-les- s

of cost, or competition may force the
outlay on them. A large number of meu who
nioablo to gratify their desires c en at lavish
expense nro anxious for elcgaut lesideuces
which shall bear compailson with thommo
original, moro beautiful and capacious, of

those put up of late yeni sin tho
part of the town. The handsome Incomes de-

rived from tho best class of npaitmont
houses already built encourage the election
of others of equal or greater elegance, nnd
several nio to bo put up by tho building as-

sociations which hino lcceiitly been organ-

ized.
If, theiefore, tho great cost of construction

shall put n tempoiary slop to speculative
building, It still will not prevent tho con-

tinuance of the erection of elegnnt ami luxu-- i
Ions residences especially. The men who can

afford to build them will not be detoued by
the extra expense, nor will they delay unless
they anticipate a speedy decline In pi Ices, of
which theio Is now no Indication. Even
loaideneo.sgiandorthantho'-oo- f the Vandei:-iiilt- s

aro likely to be elected hi tho not dis-

tant futuio, for Mr. Va.ndeiiiiilt made one
giavo mlstnko In htilMIng Ills house, liy
which other men of great capital willpiollt
heieafter.

A house in New York may bo of enounous
size, of extraoidinary niohllectural beauty
and solidity, and of most costly adornment,
and yet it will not bo linpiesslvo by reason
of Its palatial grandeur If It Is not surrounded
by open space. It will not be so suggestive
of unlimited wealth and luxurious taste ns if
It stood, though In n crowded city, in tho
midst of ample grounds.

If tho comet thnt was discovered by a
young astronomer In Albany nweek ngo fulfils
half of tho promises mado forlt, wo mayoxpoct
to behold, lu May or June, n celestial spectndo
such as has not been equalled slnco 1858 orlrill.
This comet, nlthough somo 200,000.000 miles
from Its perihelion, which it will not lench for
three mouths, shows n bright tail ami u star-lik- e

nucleus, Tho Inference is fair that
tho comet Is a very largo ono, and that
when It gets Into our neighborhood
It will present a magnificent nppearnnce.
Moreover, Prof. Chandler's figures show that
the comet is plunging almost straight ut the
sun, which It will probably npproach within
100,000 miles. Tho only other comets. In thu
long list of thoso bodies whoso orbits havo been
calculated, which approached niiythlng likens
near to tho sun ns this nro tho comet of 370 11.

0., tho comet of KiOS. tho comot of 11.80. often
called Nowton's comet, tho comet of 1813. ami
tho comet of 1880. Tho lust iiiiined was ob-

served on!r In South America nnd Australia
and ut the Capo of (lood Hope. Concerning
the comet of 370 I). C, of which frightful
things nro related, mid which Is said to
havo split In two. not much Is known, but tho
mensuieiiieiits made in tho other eases aro
generally to bo depended upon. In fact, it was
tho nearness of thee approach of the comot of
1080 which led Newton to nntlclpato possible
peril to tho earth fiom the fall of a great comet
Into tho sun. This Is not the popular view of
tho danger from comets, tho fenr usually lining
that thoy may strike tho earth, or produce pes-
tilence by mingling tho substance of their talis
with our atmosphere. Of Into, the oilier view
hns been made moro conspicuous, especially
since Mr. 1'roctor's recent article on what lie
calls tho mourning comet of 18HU, which ho an-
ticipates may return in 18U7.

Tho appearance of this new comet on the
hcel ot tho discussion awakened by Mr. Proc-

tor's suggestion gives tlio subject renewed in-

terest, especially In vlow ot the announcement
thnt tho coming comet Is going bo close to tlio
sun. Unless the calculators have made a very
great blunder It will pass through tho eoronii,
nnd. If Inrgo enough, mny grne the luminous
surface. It should bo noticed that thete is a
discrepancy lvetweon tho estlmntos of the peri-

helion distance nindeby Prof. Chnndlcr of Hnr-vnr- d

University nnd Prof. Ross of tho Dudley Ob-

servatory, the latter making the distance
that abovegiven.Hoth agree,

however, thnt the approach will lien dose ono.
Tho question whether the earth may not at
somo time be in dnnger from n great comet Is
all tho moro interesting because, men otsclonco
nro not exactly In accord upon It. Mr. Troctor
is not tho only astronomer who thinks that if
ever tho world is to be destroyed with heat It
will bo when n great comet plunges Into the
sun. Even those who think Mr. Proctor is mls-tuke- n

in his conclusions admit thnt, given n
comet big enough nnd massive enough, un-
doubtedly its fall upon tho sun would
prove disastrous to tho earth. Hut they
suy It would requlro n body having n
mass something llko thnt of Jupiter to produco
such effects, and compared with Jupiter tho
most ninsslvo comets ever seen nro mere pig-

mies. Hesides. thero seems good renson to
that a comet would, on nppioncnlng closo

enough to the sun, bo pulled to pieces nnd so
drop piecemeal Into tho great orb, tho fall being
prolonged perhnps through ninny revolutions,
so thnt tho accession of heat caused by tlio con-
version of tlio comet's motion would bo dis-
tributed over a considerable poriodof time. s,

as Prof. Young has iolnted out, tf
a comot fell Into tho sun tho increase
of heat, would bo mainly used up in producing
expansion of tho sun's orb, nnd would nfter-wnr- d

bo radiated out ngaiu through n long
space of years, Another vory interesting ob
jection lins been raised to ,Mr. 1'rocior s tnoory.
namely, thnt ns threo-qunrte- of the surface
which the earth presents to tho sun Is covered
deep with wnter, such nn Increase of tho sun's
heat its tho fall of a comot might pioditco would
cause a great Inereaso of evaporation, which
would uso up tho extra heat, and so protect tho
earth from harm. According to this view wo
nre reasonably snfo so long ns tho oceans last
and the sun does not get too hot.

Ot course the reply may bo mado to thee ob-

jections thnt, although no known comet Is
great enough to eati-- e us harm by Its downfall
upon tho earth, yet we do not know but that
comets exist thousands of times moie massive
than nny that human eyes have ever seen, nnd
that such a comet may nt some time pay us a
visit. In fact wo have had a rather distant
view of ono comet that really seemed to liejong
to nn order of magnitude different from that of
oidlnary comets a sort of celestial whalo
among fishes. This wns the famous comet of
1811, which had a head almost ns big
as the sun its"lf. Hut it kept far away.
its pi'llholloii distance lielng some ninety
million miles. If su,. a comet as that should
rush upon the sun. .Mr. Pim-to- tlilnks.it would
soon show us what It could do. Hut hNoppo.
nents s, thnt even the downfall of the comet
of 1811. nlthough It might make the weather
uncomfortably Imt for us, would not "dissolve
the elements with fervent heat," Thoso who
may have a lingcting suspicion of danger can
take comfoit in tlio fact that when this huge
comet disappeared it was travelling on a track
that must have carried ii uncounted billions of
miles away from the solnrss stem, so that It Is
not likely lo return In thousands of venr. it
ever. That the astruiiomeis tluua-clv- nre
not much alarmed Is shown by tlie fact that
they aie nil wry anxious to witness the prom-
ised spectacle of tho downfall of a comet iu
lb'17 or thereabouts.
